The revolution thai ia Inking place In 


methods (,t farmlns! and in the life of 
the farmer will Inevitably he Riven 
n'ddnd 'inipulse by the introduction of 
! electricity. Some up to dnln fariuers 


nre already applying electric motor 
power.to advantage, hut In this respect 
Ihe country has logged behind the 
town. Now there la n growing Inter- 
eat In Ihe subject throughout tbe land, 
nud the electric age on the farm is evi- 
dently coining. There Is no reason why 
It should not work a change almost as 
treat as has resulted in the cities. 
The streams would furnish ^powcr 
which could be converted into "juice," 
or power companies could siring their 
vires across country. A large area 
around every town could readily be 
supplied. 


Tbe agricultural 
department has 


been asked to Investigate tbe subject 
and to determine the possibility of. fit- 
ting electric power to farm needs.1 


The agricultural colleges are also tak- 
ing up the matter. An elaborate exhi- 
bition of electric dairy apparatus, nay 
hoists, hay presses, corn shellers, fan- 
ning mills, churns, batter makers, re- 
frigerating plants and other machinery 
is being shown hy one of the big cen- 
tral stations. In a short time other 
similar exhibits will probably be start- 
ed in different parts of the country.
